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Continuation of 3. NOTE: In view of the amendment filed on 21 April 2006, the rejection of claims 48-49 was withdrawn for the reasons 
noted at paragraphs [6][b] and [15] of the Office action mailed on 12 July 2006. In the reply filed on 12 September 2006, claim 48 has 
been amended to an independent claim, no longer requiring that the fusion protein be obtained from the host cell and contacted with an 
aspartic protease in vivo. In view of this amendment, claims 48-49 would require further consideration to determine whether the rejection 
of claims 48-49 under 35 USC 103(a) should or should not be re-instated. While applicant notes "claims 48 and 49 recite embodiments 
largely identical to those already considered by the Examiner... presented with the Amendment filed October 25, 2005" (12 September 
2006 response at p. 8, top), because claims 48-49 in the instant amendment are of a different scope than claims 48-49 as set forth in the 
25 October 2005 amendment, at least further consideration of the claims and possibly a new search is required.
